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Continuation of 13. Other: The newly amended claims 1, 34, 37, and 42 are still rejected as 102(b) over German Patent No. DE 296 14 
364 to Stange. In response to applicant's argument that Strange is not configured to be fixed onto a receptacle as recited in claim 1, the 
intended use statement "configured for" is not given weight in an article claim. The applicator of Stange could be fixed to a receptacle and 
thus is deemed to be so "configured". In response to applicant's argument that Strange does not disclose two application modes, Stange 
discloses multiple positions for the handle; therefore, one would be able to put it in any mode that would be comfortable for the user. In 
response to applicant's argument that there is no motivation to combine Stange and Vagas, the examiner recognizes that obviousness 
can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine. 837 F.2d 1071. 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347. 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation to combine comes from the teaching of Stange to make a more ergonmtcal handle . 
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
